Another Pest-Laden Vessel in 
New York Harbor. 


The Yellow-Flag Fleet Swelled by the 
Scandia’s Arrival. 


0 FATAL CASES ON THE SHIP THIS 
MORNING. 


Dur the Voyage Thirty-Four Deaths 
Rehulted From Cholera — Forty-one 
Cases Developed Since Leaving Ham- 
burg—Dr. Jenkins Answoars the Nor- 
mannia’s Passengers—Chicago Scared 
—Progress of the Plague Abroad—Pre- 
ventive Measures. 


New York, Sept. 10.—Another cholera. 
Stricken ship has passed Sandy Hook, and ts 
now anchored beneath the yellow flag in the 
lower bay. This latest addition to the 
plague-stricken fieet is the Scandia of the 
Hamburg-American line. ‘This vessel, long 
expected and over-due, was looked uponas 
certain to join the cholera squadron upon her 
arrival here, andthis expectation has been 
fulfilled. The Scandia, according to the hur- 
ried reports received from quarantine, had 
thirty-two deaths on board during her pas- 
Sage across the Atlantic, and it is rumored 
that deaths have occurred on board of her 
since she dropped anchor in our waters. 

The Scandia left Hamburgon Aug. 25, car- 
rying 1,078 souls towards these shores. Of 
this number there were twenty-eight cabin 
passengersand she had a crew of seventy- 
seven men. Of the thirty-two deaths re- 
ferred to there were twenty-nine in the 
steerage, oneinthe cabin and two among 
the crew. In additon, at 6:30 o’clock this 
morning a message received here from Swin- 
purne Islana said that two dead bodies and 
four cases of cholera had been removed 
from the Scandia that hour. Report has it 
that more deaths have occurred and that 
further cholera cases have been discovered. 

This is the sad tale which comes from the 
lower bay, where the steamships Normannia, 
Moravia, Rugia, Wyoming, Wieland and 
Scandia now form a ghostly fleet enveloped 
in a pall-like fog which prevents the watch- 
ers 02 the shore from making out whether or 
not the dreaded yellow flag is thrown 
tothe breeze. But there is a silver lining 
even to this dark cloud, for the authorities of 
New York still keep the ‘‘no cholera’’ signal 
flying here, and the Kaiser Wilhelm from 
Bremen has passed Fire Island after hoist- 
ing thehappy flag which denotes herg‘‘all 
wellon board.’’ It would not be right, how- 
ever, todeny thatthe new addition tothe 
cholera fleet has increased the gravity of the 
state of affairs existing at Quarantine, and 
that already the much overtaxed quarantine 
officers have more than they can well doin 
fizhting thecholera off our coasts. But no- 
body haslost heartand the bellef that the 
scourge will be driven back has been 
strengthened instead of weakened as the 
days go by and no case of cholera is discov- 
ered in New York. This feeling of security 
arises from the fact thatevery day draws us 
nearer tothe cold weather; because the city 
is getting cleaner and cleaner every day, be- 
cause ail the health fortifications have been 
erected, and because it cannot be denied that 
cholera has been besieging us now for six- 
teen days, yet our defenders have so far man- 
aged to keep the enemy from landing on our 
coast. Thusit sthat New York grows more 
confident day by day, while in no way ignor- 
ing the dangers which beset this city, and, 
through New York, the country at large. 

RECORD OF DEAD. 

So faras knownthis morning the cholera 
record is as follows: 

Moravia—22 deaths at sea; one death 
port; 23 totai deaths; 2 sick, 25 total cases. 

Normannia— deaths at-sea, 9 deaths in 
port, 14 total deaths, 25 sick ; 39 total cases. 

Rugia—4 deaths at sea, 5 deaths in port, 9 
total deaths, 14 sick; 23 total cases. 

Wyoming—2 deaths in port, 2 total deaths; 
2 total cases. 

Scandia—32 deaths at sea, 2 deaths 
port, 34 total deaths, 7 sick; 41 total cases. 

Totals—63 deaths at sea, 15 deaths in port, 
82 total deaths, 48 sick; 130 total cases. 

The preparation of the sound steamer 
Stonington and the old battleship New 
Hampshire for the reception of the healthier 
portion of the quarantined cabin passengers 
was completed this morning and the two 
ships will receive their prisoners to-day. On 
the Stonington last night the numerous State- 
rooms were thoroughly renovated and 
cleaned. Windows and woodwork were 
cleaned. Carpets were beaten and put down 
andthe chairs were thoroughly disinfected 
by the crew of the Stonington line employes, 
while gangs of laborers were busy all day 
carrying bedding, cots, supplies, 
etc., on board. There are accom- 
mo‘dations for twenty-two other passengers 
in the Captain’s cabin, in therear of the 
spar deck. 
inthe armory onthe same deck. Fifty-one 
will be accommodated in the ward room on 
the upper gun deck. Seventy-two new state 
rooms were also erected on that deck and 
forty-seven passengers will be accommo- 
dated in the warrant officers’ quarters in the 
lower gundeck. The kitchen ts in the for- 
ward part of the berth deck. The range isin 
excellent condition. Arrangements have 
been made to comfortably accommodate 30) 
people. There is a large bath room and 
laundry also in working order. The hospital

TWO ADDITIONAL DEATHS. 

At lla. m. Dr. Jenkins received the follow- 
ing telegram from Dr. Byron: 

‘*Just back from the Scandia with two dead 
and eleven cases.’’ 

This is four additional cases and two more 
deaths over last night’s report. 

The crew of the Quarantine tug boat 
Fletcher, which was ordered this morning to 
transfer the passengers of the Normannia 
and Rugia tothe relief vessels Stonington 
and New Hampshire have refused to do duty 
with the tugon this service and the health 
officer is now endeavoring to secure another 
crew. 

The steamboat Stonington passed Quaran- 
tine at 11:10 o’clock, bound to the lower bay 
to take the passengers from the Normannia. 
“he only yellow flag fying at llo’clock this 
morning is on the Hamburg steamer Scandia, 
which arrived last night from Hamburg and 
s anchored among the pest ships in the

posted at 10 o’clock this morning reads as 
follows: ‘*No cases of eholera have been 
discovered in this city.’’ 

The mail received at Quarantine during 
the past two days intended for pas- 
Ssengers on the detained ships has 
grown to such large propor- 
tions that the deputies and assistants find 
themselves unable to handle it. This morn- 
ing Dr. Jenkins requested Postmaster Van 
Cott to furnish a postal officialat Quarantine. 
The request was promptly granted, and a 


| post-office will be immediately established in 


the doctor’s residence. 

The situation on the pest-laden steamer 
Scandia is even worse than reported early 
this morning. The following isa list of the 
cabin passengers on the pest ship Scandia:

The news that the Scandia arrived last 
night with a record of thirty-two passengers 
dead from cholera during the voyage and 
others stricken with the scourge filled the 
friends of the passengers in this city with 
consternation. At an early hour there 
were several anxious inqgulirers at the 
Hamburg Co.’s office on Broadway. .The fact 
that the names of the dead were not given 
made the uncertainty painful. At tie office 
noinformation could be given, as noné had 
been received from quarantine. The brother 
of Fanny Klein, acabin passenger on board 
the Scandia, broke down and wept as he in- 


4 quired if his sister was among the dead. One 


cabin passenger had died, but no name was 
given. 
FIRE ISLAND REFUGE. 

Fire Island was this morning contracted to 
to be sold by D.S.S. Sammis, the present 
owner, toa party whols thought to repre- 
sent the State Government. The price paid 
is understood to be $210,000. The purchase 
includes the hotel, thirteen cottages, 125 
acres of Deach land and a steamboat to carry 
passengers to and fromthe main land. Mr. 
Sammis metthe purchaser at the Hoffman 
House, and the conference was brief and to 
the point. Thesale was quickly made and 
Mr. Sammis hurried away, refusing to speak 
to reporters. 

As Gov. Flower yesterday telegraphed Dr. 
Jenkins to purchase the Fire Island land and 
buildings for quarantine purposes, or as a 
refuge for the first-class passengers on board 
the steamship Normannia, the concilusionis 
reached that the property was bought asa 
result of this message. 

Secretary of the Treasury Foster has de- 
cided to remain in this city aslongasthe 
Ganger from the cholera getting in con- 
tinues. He will also Keep the President in- 
formed by telegraph of all new develop- 
ments. Hesenta long telegram this morn- 
ing, advising him fully of the situation here, 
and especially of the work doing to get the 
cabin passengers on the pest ships out of 
danger. 

j THE PLAGUE ABROAD, 


BERLIN'S» FIRST CASES—SLOWLY DECREASING 
AT HAMBURG. 


BERLIN, Sept. 10.—The woman who arrived 
here day before yesterday, suffering from 
cholera, is dead. Noothercasesof Asiatic 
cholera have occurred here. Twostillinthe 
Moabite Hospital are recovering. A woman, 
who was probably infected while attending 
the tuneral of her father, is believed to have 
died of cholera at Wulkow, near Sanden. 
Rudersdorf Lake and the Tassdorf canals, in 
the vicinity of Berlin, have been declared in- 


fected. Charlottenburg is free from infec- 
tion. The Municipal Council has voted 300,000 
marks for anfi cholera measures. 

Reports from Hamburg confirm the an- 
nouncement ofa decrease in the epidemic. 
The returns show an average of fifty-four 
cases daily. Excepting Hamburg and AIl- 
tona only about a score of cases are an- 
nounced from the whole infected district of 
Germany. The. prevailing cool, bright 
weather helps to disperse the plague. 

There is a rumor that several cases of 
cholera have occurred at Riva, Russia, Dut 
that they have been hushed up. Thirty-four 
cases of cholera and twelve deaths were re- 
ported in Lubin on Thursday and the disease 
is spreading over the whole district. 

Only one death has cecurred from cholera 
in the Antwerp hospitalin the past twenty- 
four hours and three new cases Were ad- 
mitted. Fourteen deaths have occurred at 
Boom in the past week. At the docks 700 
small craft have been disinfected. Dock 
laborers are supplied with cocoa gratis. The 
steamer Pennsylvania has sailed for New 
York from Antwerp with 600emigrants. 

At Hamburg, the difficulty arising from the 
misleading statistics which resulted in the 
resignation of Medical Inspector Krauss has 
not yet been surmounted. The duty of 
providing the statistics has been trans- 
ferred to the statistical department ofthe 
Government and credible figures are 
promised for Sunday next. Full explana- 
tions of the official culpability have yet to be 
demanded and given. Forthe present such 
facts as are obtainable all pointtoa steady 
decline both in the severity and the extent of 
the epidemic. A better feeling of security is 
gaining ground among the populace. 

The Bundesrath is considering a suggestion 
to address a collective representation to the 
Hamburg Senate witha viewto securing the 
rest of Germany as faras possibile from dan- 
ger of infection from Hamburg. Three men 
anda woman have died from cholera on 
board ofa barge, which came from Ham- 
burg. ‘These deaths occurred at a Willage 
near Berlin. Six hundred trained nurses and 
hospital attendants have been sent to Ham- 
burgand more are wanted inthat plague- 
Stricken City. 


ANTI-CHOLERA VACCINE. 

Paris. Sept. 10.—Prof. Haffkins of the Pas- 
teur Institute, who invented theanti-cholera 
vaccine, declared that experiments on him. 
self and Dr. Jawein of St. Petersburg and Dr. 
Tamacher of Tiflis prove that the vaccine Is 
without danger to health, and that it gives 
immunity from cholera six days after inocu- 
lation. 

The sickness here is worst in the Chliycie, 
Montmartre, Pere la Chaise and La Chonne 
districts. Mme. Macderlanaer, the nurse 
who succumbed to cholera, was a modei 
nurse. She was the first volunteer, and 
asked forthehardest post. She took nigut 
duty, and had attended sixty patients. When 
the doctor, finding that she was wearing her- 
seif cut, ordered her to rest, she burst into 
tears and begged to be allowed to continue at 
work, which she did, when she was attacked. 

The Buda Pesth correspondentofr the News 
says: ‘‘Alarm was recently caused here by 
the arrival of a quantity of hides and old 
clothes trom Hamburg. The latter were 
burned but the hides were left. One woman 
was seized with cholera symptoms after 
handling the hides, and they will be de- 
stroyed.’’ 

-In regard to the progress of the epidemic 
in this city reports are iess satisfactory than 
has been the case lately. A letter from Havre 

that 100 cholera patients are undertreat- 
ment at that place and eighty of these are 
recovering from the disease. A commercial 
traveler who arrived in Nancy to-day has 
been éeized with thecholera whileon the 
train. He wagat once conveyed toa hospital 
and died almost immediately upon 
reaching the irjtitution. Atimber merchant 
died suddenly tLille,and the house which 
he had occupied was disinfected. 

A Copenhagen correspondent says: ‘'Three 
young doctors who were attacked with chol- 
eraon Saturday last are now recoverimg. 
One of these patients proved to be sufferin

LAWLER’S ISLAND STATION. 
HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Sept. 10.—Irvin H. 
Watson, J. H. McCormack and Peter H. 
Brown of the International Quarantine In- 
Spection Commigsion visited the Lawler’s 
Island Station at Halifax yesterday. The 
commission reported that the station is 
naturally an ideally perfect one, bat has no 
adequate facilities for dealing with cholera. 
The commissioners will recommend the con- 
struction of a deep-water wharf at the sta- 
tion, the purchage of a steamer, the erection 
of buildings suitable for the accommcdation 
of both steerage and cabin passengers and 
the establishment of a thorough mdgern 
disinfecting apparatus. . 


THE CZAR AT THE HOSPITALS. 

St. PETERSBURG,Sept. 10.—The recent visit 
of the Czar and Czarina tothe cholera hos- 
pitals ofthis city has evoked an outburst of 
patriotic evlogy from allclasses. The Czar 
notonly spoke tothe patients, but shook 
hands with many of them, The Ozarina 
Kissed a Sister of Charity, who had been 
Stricken with cholera while nursing the sick. 

Three menand a woman have died from 
cholera on boarda barge which came from 
Hamburg. These deaths occurred at a vil- 
lage near Berlin, Six hundred trained nurses 
and hospital attendants have been sent to 
Hamburg, and more are wanted in that city. 


A LONDOKX OPINION, 

LONDON, Sept. 10.—The Chronicle says the 
treatment of passengers on board the de- 
tained steamers at New York is nothing 
short of brutal. All are compelled to stay on 
board and take their chances of dyigg before 


the plague runs its course. Fortunately 
rich private citizens, because they have 
friends on the steamers, or moved by shame, 
have procured a steamer on which many of 
the cabin passengers will be placed and re- 
moved from the danger of infection.

DR. VENKINS, 


APPEAL OF THE NORMANNIA’S PASSENGERS RE- 
PLIED TO. 


New York, Sept. 10.—When Dr. Jenkins 
dropped intoan easy chairin his office and 
consented to an interview it was after 9 
o’clock last night. Asked about the appeel of 
the Normannia’s passengers toGoy. Flower, 
he laughed as the reporterread the appeal 
aloud to him, paragraph by paragraph. ; 

**What nonsense! How ridiculous! That’sa 
lie!’’ were hisemphatic comments as he lis- 


tened, and no one of the counts the least dis- 
turbed him. He said: 

‘‘In a general way I will say that the gen- 
tlemen who have drawnup and signed this 
appeal—exceilent people no doubt—are en- 
tirely mistaken in theif assertions. They 
have hot been neglected, we are not incom- 
petent andthe situation on the Normannia is 
not atall what they declareitto be. You can 
sum the whole thing up in a nnut-shell!l by say- 
ing that the cabin passengers want very 
much to get ashore and write accordingly.’’ 

‘*But, doctor, they make positive and de- 
tailed statements, for instance, that the dead 
bodles of cholera patients have been left on 
the steamer for twenty-four hours or more.’’ 

‘*And I make a positive statement that 
such is not thecase. Ihave not knownofa 
dead body being left for that length of time 
on the Normannia, have you, Dr. Tal- 
madge.’’ 

‘*No, sir,’’ was the deputy health officer’s 
prompt reply. 

‘*They say that the steamer has not 
properly fumigated.’’ 

‘*Phatissilly. Why, we have done nothing 
but fumigate and disinfect these steamers 
ever since they arrived. Itistrue that cer- 
tain portions of this work ordered were left 
to be carried out by the officers of the steam- 
er. Wecannot be everywhere at the same 
time and the Normannia people must not 
imagine that theirsis the only ship in the 
bay. Possibly on one or two occasions there 
has been a lack of disinfectants on the 
steamer. I believethat is a fact, but it is 
not my fault. The Hamburg-American Co. 
has been iastructed by us to send disinfect- 
antstothe ships in sufficient quantities; I 
-_ - take the blame if they will not do what 

tell them,’”’ 

‘*Do you mean that it is the business of the 
Steamship people to furnish disinfectants?’’ 

‘*l understand it so, but Ishould add that 
in view of the importance of the matter I 
have myseif repeatedly sent disinfectants on 
board. Dr. Walsen took enough bi-chioride 
of mercury tothe Normannia to disinfecta 
ate steamers the Other day, Isn’tthat so, 

yoctor. ?’’ : 

‘*It certainly !s,’’ said the New Brighton 
physician, whots a cholera veteran. 

**l would say after a thorough visitation 
and inspection ofthe Normannia that this 
complaint or appeal is absolutely without 
justification. And how absurd itis for them 
to pretend that they have not been in com- 
munication with @ medical expert. Dr. 
Sanborn, who has been a quarantine official 
for years, has been aboard the Normannia 
severaltimesa day and is now stationed 
there permanently day and night. Besides 
that, fromthe very first, full instructions 
were given to the ship’s surgeon for any 
emergencies which might arise.’’ 

‘‘tiow about the water?’’ 

‘*The Daptain of the Normannia immedi- 
ately on his arrival received positive orders 
to boll his entire supply of drinking water so 
that it might have been used with impunity 
whether it came from the River Elbe or any- 
where else. Furthermore, the Hamburg- 
American company was ordered to senda 
regular supply of water to their ships. In 
this respect again they have, I believe, falled 
in their duty.’’ 

‘*Then you admit that the Normannia, and 
perhaps the other steamers also, may have 
been insufficiently supplied with drinking 
water?’’ 

‘*Itis quite possible, but it is the company’s 
fault; not mine. I have felt the urgency of 
the matter so keenly that several times, al- 
though itis quite out of my jurisdiction, I 
have sent supplies of water down to these 
Steamers from my own reservoir here on 
Staten Islandand in my own tug, the Man- 
hattan.’’ 

‘‘Why is itthat the company has failed to 
supply the steamers with water? Did they 
not Know it was thetr business?’’ 

‘*‘They knew it perfectly well, but pre- 
tended they could not find water boats to do 
the work. They said captains were afraid of 
being held in quarantine if they approached 
the vessels. That is nonsense; 1 would not 
have detained them.’’ 

‘*And howilong are the three steamers in 
lower quarantine to go with this uncertain 
water supply?’’ 

‘‘Not any longer. This morning I sent 
down 8,009 gallons of water, and to-morrow I 
think the company will beyin to dispatch 
water boats regularly. They are awakening 
to a sense Of their responsibility.’’ 


INVITING THE PEST. 


GROSSE ISLAND QUARANTINE REGULATIONS Ine 
SUFFICIENT. 


MONTREAL, Sept, 10.—It begins to look as if 
the Grosse Isle system is a farce.if not worse. 
Passengers who have been quarantined and 
afterward released tell strange stories of the 
way things are conducted and the manner in 
which they were treated. But this is not the 
worst. Vessels from foreign ports can sail 
or steam past the quarantine or stop, as they 
see fit. Anexample of this was seen to-day 
when the bark Nest del Costa from Barba- 
does, with molasses, arrived here this after- 
noon, not having been stopped between the

Among the arrivals here to-day and yester- 
day were the intermediate steerage passen- 
gers of the Dominion Line steamship Sarnia, 
which arrived opposite Grosse Isle on Monday 
morning last, andalthough the recent rules 
promulgated by the boara requtred all pas- 
sengers to be detained twenty days, they 
were released in less than four. Most of the 
immigrants were from Great Britain and are 
a healthy looking lot. Allof them, however, 
are harsh in their denunciation of the system 
prevailing at Grosse Isle. When the steamer 
arrived it was boarded by Dr. Monti Lam- 
bert, chief medical officer atthe station, and 
a staff of phyicians. All passengers and 
crew were made to pass before the aoctors 
for examination. Then the 250 steerage pas- 
sengers were ordered ashore with their 
baggage, being conveyed in scows towed by 
atuzg. ‘T'wo hours after this fifty-four inter- 
mediate passengers were ordered on shore. 
This order started quiteurow aboard the 
boat. They refused to leave unless the cabin 
passengers went also. The orders were im- 
imperative, however, and the crew were 
placed on the scows, How they fared onthe 
island is best told by Mr. Allan Tripp, one of 
the passengers: , ‘*We landed at 6 p. m.,with 
bedding, steward and food from the Sarnia— 
fifty-four second cabin and about two hun- 
dred and fifty steerage. We, the second 
cabin passengers, including men, women 
and children, marchipg singly, were ushered 
all together into a kind of cattle shed, 
and here we were forced to pass the night 
without rooms. We had no water on our agr- 
rival and we were forced to wash ourseives 
in the sea or rain next morning. All that we 
had to do was to open our trunks and bag- 
gage in the open air. No chemicals ef any 
kind were used in our lot, and at4p. m, on 
Tuesday we had to pass before the doctors 
againand a tug took us to Quebec the same 
evening, where we arrived about midnight 
and left that place at 2a. m. for Montreal by 
oF train, which we reached at 12 o'clock to- 

ay.’’ 

A number of the other passengers said that 
only forthe kindness of the Captain, who 
sent food and two cooks ashore to cook it. 
they would have been In &@ State of semi-star- 
vation while in quarantine. All say the ap- 
paratus for disinfecting on the island is of no 
use except to destroy clothing. Before leav- 
ing there a petition was prepared, which will 
be presented to the Governor-General, call- 
ing attention to the state of affairs. The 
steerage passengers say the same of their 
treatmentand denounce the methdds pre- 
Valling on the itsiand, 

A correspondent at once interviewed Dr. 
La Chappelle, thé President of the Central 
Board of Health, recently formed by the 
Provincial Government. Theinterview was 
A startling one in many Tespects, especially 
as he says the cholera will be in Canada this 
week. 

**Doctor,’’ said the correspondent, ‘‘there 
seems to be some apprehension in the public 
mind as to the scope ofthe proclamation re- 
cently issued. Does not this prevent vessels 
likethe Wandratm, pow arriving froin a 
German port, from landing her passengers 
or baggage here?’’ 

**‘Notatali. The proclamation only ap- 
plies to vessels sailing from Imfected poris 
after its promuligation.’’ 

‘*How about the Wahdrahm? She comes 
from an infected port—Hamburg—and is now 
reported in the gulf,’’ 

**In her case We shalluse our own discre- 
tion. She only carries forty-six passengers, 
so tnat it is hardly Iikaly that any Russian or 
Polish emigrants are on board her. If there 
are any it will have developed before she 
reaches here.’’

CHICAGO SCARED. 
SUSPICIOUS CASE AMONG IMMIGRANTS EARLY 
THIS MORNING. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Sept. 10.—About 1o0’clock this 
morning four car loads of immigrantsarrived 
at the Union Depot from Sweden by way of 
New Yorkand Pittsburg. The train came 
here withaclean billof health but the au- 
thorities believe that one of the number who 
died at 1:30 o’clock was afflicted with cholera. 
Albertina Larson, 18 years of age, wasina 
semi-conscious condition when the train 
pulled into the depot and the physicians at 
once ordered her sent to 1106 Thirty-fifth 
street, where she wasto havestopped. On 
the way tothe house she relapsed into un- 
consciousness and Dr. Garrett of the Heaith 
Department sent her to the County 
Hospital. She died on the way. The woman, 
itis claimed, showed unmistakable symp- 
toms of the dread disease. She complained 
of pains in the stomach, was continually 
gaping and the skin under her eves showed a 
marked blue discoloration. She was first 
taken ill at Pittsburg, Where she purchased 
medicine. Officer Jones of the Harrison 
Street Station, administered stimulants dur- 
ing the ride tothe hospital, but the woman 
gradually sank. The physicians ordered the 
Armory ambulance fumigated as soon as it re- 
turned tothe station, which was thoroughly 
done. The party towhich the dead woman 
belonged, left Guttenburg, Sweden, Aug. 19, 
and sailed from Liverpool, Aug. 27, in the 
Lord Gough. Nothingis known of quaran- 
tine regulations that were enforced at New 
York. 

The body of the dead woman was admitted 
to the county morgue and placedin a separ- 
ate room. Theclothing was fumigated and 
deposited with it. Dr. Garrett said after he 
had left the hospitalthat he would not ex- 
press a definite opinion thatthe woman had 
died of cholera, although he stated that such 
was the indication, as there were strong 
symptoms of that disease. He wished to be 
convinced, he said, before expressing an 
official opinion. Dr. Jones was equally con- 
servative in his opinion, conceding, hdwever, 
that cholera symptoms were strongly notice- 


able.

Delaware Breakwater Sept. 5. She was 
stopped at Federal Quarantine there and all 
of the 342 steerage anda twenty-four cabin pas- 
sengers were found to be ina healthy condi- 
tion. Dr. Orr, the quarantine physician,.per- 
sonally examined each of the three passen- 
gers and found that noone hadany symptoms 
of cholera. The vessel was then thoroughly 
disinfected and held in quarantine to await 
further orders. Onthe evening of Sept. 6, 
the Lord Gough was released from the Gov- 
ernment quarantine and she proceeded up 
the Delaware River towards Philadelphia. 
The vessel arrived at'the State Quarantine, 
which is about twelve miles below this city, 
early on the morning of Sept. 8, and here she 
was again detained and disinfected. All the 
steerage passengers were made to bathe and 
their clothing was examined minutely. The 
officials said that they had never before seen 
so healthy and clean a lot of passengers. 
After being held in quarantine until the 
evening of the sth, the Lord Gough was 
allowed to proceed to her dock, where her 
passengers disembarked and proceeded to 
their destination. 


IMMIGRANTS BARRED OUT. 

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 10.—The twenty-day 
quarantine went into effect yesterday, and 
already sixty Italian and German immigrants 
are held in Windsor, Ontarlo, across the riv- 
er from here. They arrived late last night 
over. the Grand Trunk road, bound for 
Western points over the Wabash. Orly 
two men could be found who 
could speak English. They were Ital- 
ilansand stated that they and their Italian 
companions arrived at New York Sunday 
morning from Genoa onthe steamer Fulda. 
They claimed to have beem held in quaran- 
tine at New York for three days, but had no 
certificates to show for it. The Germans 
came from Bremen onthe Darmstadt. They 
also had no quarantine certificates. Inspec- 
tor Mulkeron decided that the Immigrants 
could not be allowed to enter the United 
States,and they will betaken back to Niagara

One Hundred Buildings Destroyed ina

QUEBEC, Sept, 10.—Noless than 109 wooden 
buildings inthe village of Hedleyville rwere 
burned yesterday. The structures were en- 
tirely atthe mercy of the flames untjl the 
French frigate Arethusa and H. M. 8.®lake 
sent details to assist the poor people who oct 
cupied them in extinguishing the flames. The 
English and French worked togetherin pull- 
ing down houses, barns and sheds but the 
fire gained upon them and while houses 
escaped the fire while standing, the 
debris was reducedto ashes on the ground- 
The sailors were much admired 


for their courage. Many were seen climbing 
houses all ablaze, to fix hooks and grapplings 
tothe upper parts, braving intense heat and 
suffocating smoke and never retreating until 
they had accomplished their work. A man 
named Le France was badly tnjured by fali- 
ing froma window and may dale. Several 
sailors were severely burned while at work. 
Last night the unfortunate sufferers camped 
out in the cold alongside their broken furni- 
ture. The children were crying for food and 
shelter, while their mothers were bewailing 
ing theirlosthomes.

RAILWAY SUPPLY WAREHOUSE. 
CINCINNATI, Sept. 10.—The railway supply 
house of Joseph Joseph & Bro., at Harrison 
and Western avenues, went up in flames 
early this morning.

Vancouver, British Columbia, Sept. 10,—

Esk, accompanied by another gunboat. He 
will visit the Governor and compel him to 
enforce the law. Itis thought the demon- 
stration will have the desired effect. 

Japan papers announce that a well-defined 
case of cholera appeared in Tokio, Aug. 23.

Millers Advise Fa ers to Prevent the 
Spread the Pest. 


Millers are expressing a good deal of anx- 
iety concerning the wheat crop of 1893. Much 
otthe wheat that has recently come in 1s 
smutty, and itisfeared that unless proper 
precautions are taken thatthe crop of next 


year will be most seriously damaged. Smut 
in wheat is caused by a parasite, and when 
this parasite has appeared one yéar, itis 
likely to be far more prevalent during the 
following year. Millersare sending out to 
their customers Warning against the im.- 
pending danger. It is recommended that be- 
fore seeding wheat lands be liberally treated 
with bluestone. Ih case this is done it is be- 
lieved that there will be little smut next 
year. But if this precaution Is neglected 
millers say that the loss will be very heavy,

A nation’s growth in material prosperity 
is marked by the decrease in the 
amount of labor necessary to 
produce a given quantity of | {the 
hecessaries of life. In this respect a

dividual who measures his well-being by 
the degree of ease with which he makes 
his living. Ifit were not so labor-saving 
machinery would be a curse, and the’ old 
failacy which induced workingmen to 
wreck factories where such machinery was 
in use would be justified. It is a common- 
place that any invention which frees 
energy from the duty of mere living get- 
ting isa blessing, and thatin the end it 
promotes the prosperity of the whole com-

$4,909,176,651, the funded debt, $345,362,503; the 
unfunded debt, $345,362,508, with a current 
Gebt of $375,791,813. It will be seen thet the 
material stock of the railroads is more than 
their actual stock, and that is why 
the People’s party is in favor of the Govern- 
ment operating the ratiroads, The producer 
pays the frelght, not the merchant. I was 
talking to a railroad friend of mine the other 
day ana I asked him what the average charge 
was of transporting a ton of freight from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, He replied 
about $20. When 1 asked him the 
rofit he smiled and sald about $15. 
‘ow, ifthe Government Can save thé pro- 
ducer $15 freight on a ton, don’t he think it 
would pay the Kansas farmer to ship his corn 
to a market rather than letit remainin the 
field and rot? Itcostsa Kansas farmer $12.50 
a ton to ship his corn and there isno money 
to show for hiscrop after be has paid his 
freight, but if the price was reduced to $3.50 
which the Governiment could do, there would 
be just that much more money in the produc- 
er’s pocket.

TO PASS UPON CONTRACTS. 


Why Mayor Noonan Called a Spscial Ses- 
sion ofthe Municipal Assembly. 


The special sessionof the Municipal As- 
sembly on Tuesday evening néxt was called 
by the Mayor atthe request ofthe Board of 
Public Improvements in order to allow the 
Council to pass upon a large number of con- 
tracts which have already been let by the 
board. Amongtheseare about fifty pieces 
of work for paving, grading and recon- 
structing streets and alleys in various por- 
tions of the city. 

In the Sewer Departmentthere are eleven 
district sewers to be constructed, the con- 
tracts for which, amounting to about $50,000, 
have already been let, andat the meeting of 
the board next Tuesday morning the con- 


tracts for five public and one more 
district sewer willbe let. These are the 
Fillmore street, Rock ‘Springs and Pine 
street sewers, the Euclid avenue storm 
sewer and the Nebraska avenue district 
sewer. ‘The latter will be about a $10,000 job, 
and the others will make the total foot up 
about $80,000. This will make the grand to- 
tal for the sewer contracts about $130,000. 
In the Water Department there are over 90,- 
000 feet of pipe to be Iatd, besides the erection 
; of a number of fire plags and stop va'ves. In 
' the Public Parks Department there has been 
a contract let for a new greenhouse at Forest 
Park and some other minor work. 

As work inthecity departments is rather 
‘scarce at present the approval of these 
contracts by the Council will be a godsend 
to the large army of city employes who were 
looking forward with dread to a season of 
idleness and inactivity.

CRONIN ON JOHN L. 


The Alderman Has Queer Ideas About 
the Fight. 


JIM SEES HIS FIRST PRIZE FIGHT AND 
HAS OPINIONS. 


He Lost His Money on the ex-Champion 
and Says the Fight Was a Fake— 
What He Thinks of Sullivan—He Will 
Back McAuliffe Against Mooney for 
$5,000—Sporting News. 


St. Louls was represented atthe ring side 
in New Orleans on the night of the big fight 
by some 200 citizens, doctors, lawyers, mer- 
chants, politicians and members of ths sport- 
ing fraternity of various kinds and degrees. 
The majority of them returned yesterday, 
but there are a few who will not arrive until 
a favorable answer has been made to their 
telegrams of distress. A goodly number 
of the crowd got off the. cars 
at East St. Louisand came over on the elec- 
tric line, They would throw up their hands 
inholy horror if asked abouta prize fight 
and look grieved tothink any one could think 
them gullty of witnessing such a spectacle. 

Not all the St. Louis delegation were of this 
mood, however. Jim Cronin, the First Ward 
Alderman, was one of those who went to the 
fight and was proud of it. Jim has the 
unique distinction of being theone man at 
the ringside who looked on the big fightas a 
fake. . 

*“*You can’t persuade me any other way,’’ 
said the pride ofthe First Ward yesterday, 
leaning against the bar of his establishment. 
“That fight was fixed or me name’s not 
Cronin. ‘Why the big brute stood up there 
and let Corbett pound him likea chopping 
block. I’ve seen Sully fight and he’s a swift, 
cleyer boxer, but he acted like a big beef 
Wednesday night. I thought he was an 
animal and that animals grow ferocious at 
the sight of blood, but Sullivan’s courage 
oozed out with the claret that 
Corbett took from his nose. 
Why the young fellow would 
Sstepupand slap him in the stomach, and 
when the old man’s hands went down punch 
him inthe neck. It’s no use talking, that 
Scrap Wasa fake. Sully in condition can 
whip twenty Corbetts.’’ 

Jim’s ideas on the encounter furnished 
great amusement forthe party home onthe 
train, and they tried to persuade him it was 
a deliberate attempt of Johnson and Wakely 
tc do him out of his stuff. 

If Cronin was wrong on the big fight, he 
Was right in line onthe openingevent. Jack 
McAuliffe and the portly politician are. great 
chums and Jim backed his frienato the ex- 
tent of his pile. Speaking of the fight, he 
said: *‘Jack had a regular pudding. He 
did’nt have to train for his fight at all 
and was having such a gay time 
adown at LBay St. Louis that 


President Noel went down and warned him 
tO getintocondition. He had everything his 
own way from the start and could have 
punched Myer outin four rounds, but, as he 
told me himself, ‘I had it in for him for the 
mean things he had said about me and 
wanted to drub the life out of Mm. He could 
lick Myer with one hand: UHe wasn’t in con- 
dition. He didn’t want to be and said he 
wouldn’t take the trouble totrain the fight 
was such an easyone. 

**All this talk about Dick Roche getting Mc- 
Auliffe’s check to put on Suilivan Is bosh, 
Roche had nothing to do with Jack. His back- 
er was Jerry Mahoney, the New York book- 
maker. He got his money the night of the 
fight from President Noei ina leather bag, 
and he went the next day and put it in bank. 
He Kept it off Sullivan like everyone else, the 
odds were so long. 

**lsee Mooney wants to fight McAuliffe. 
Well, Jack had arranged to con up to St. 
Louts with our party and give a sparring ex- 
hibition, but Sullivan wanted him to accom- 
pany himto New York. [think if Mike saw 
him box he would give up the idea of a fight. 
If McAuliffe will consent to meet Mooney I’ll 
back Jack for $5,000 and bet everything I’ve 
goton him. Ithink it would be the easiest 
nght of his life.’’ 

Constable Ben Brady, who arrived home 
with Alderman Cronin yesterday morning, 
does not agree withthe latter that the big 
contest Wasa joke. ‘‘Cronih was talking 
that way on the train coming up,’’ said 
Brady, ‘‘and the party had ®ts of fun with 
him. That wasthe second fight the Alder- 
manever attended, and to hear him talk 
afterwards, one would think he witnessed 
them all from the Heenan-Sayers contest 
down. Cronin losta few dollars by Sully’s 
defeat, and is dead sore. Why, he is talking 
through his hat when he says the contest 
was thrown. Anyone who witnessed the 
manner in which Corbett punched Sully 
would think Cronin was crazy, sure, to goon 
record in that manner. ‘Itissimply absurd; 
the Californian outclassed his opponent and 
had him fora chopping block after the sec- 
ond round, connecting with him whenever 
he pleased. Sully never°was the fighter the 
man that whipped him Wednesday night 
is, although I don’c think the latter 
will hola the champtenship as long 
as John L. did. McAuliffe and Myer had a 
nice fight, although the Streator boy was not 
init, toanyextent. All of the local con 
tingent was heavily on the McAuliffe and 
Dixon victories, but went broke on Sullivan. 
Most of the Corbett money was furnished by 
the New Orleans pool room keepers and of 
course they were the biggest winners by the 
Californian’s victory. 

Ed Butler, the village blacksmith, took his 
family On @ sea voyage from New York to the 
Guif and managed to slip ashore to geta 
view of the big fights. butler dropped his 
pileon Myer and Skelly, but savea himself 
by fancying Corbett. Col. Butler saidif he 
had seen Corbett before the fight he would 
have bet his whole blacksmithing outfit on 
him. ‘*‘Heisthe most nimble, strong and 
perfectiy tormed man that ever entered 
the ring.’’

DEATH OF MRS. BERTHOLD. 


A St. Louis Descendant of One of the 
Most Distinguished Families of France. 


Mrs. Virginia EK. Berthold died yes- 
terday afternoon at her late residence, 
No. 8428 Chestnut street, in her 79th 
year. Death was due to old age. Mrs. Ker- 
thold, who was the widow of Pierre A. Ber- 
thold, one- of St. Louis’ early settlers, was 
a native of this city. With her death 
there passes away one of the few living 
representatives of a distinguished family, 
which dates its standing back to the Cru- 
saders. Herfather, John N. de Maclou de 
Coligny, was compelled to leave France 
during the French revolution, and made this 
country his home during his iife- 
time. The Colignys are one of 
the most famous families of France, 
Thereisin the possession of the St. Louis 
descendants a document signed by King 
Louis XVI. of France, and Marquis de Lafay- 
ette, then the head of the French army, ten- 
dering Mr. Maciou de Collgny a commission 
inthe Frencharmy. This document is dated 
1786, and Maclou de Coliggy was at 
that time but 17 years of age. 
Although pressed to return to France 
and assume his numerous titles M. de Coligny 
never gave up his adopted country. He 
came to:st. Louls in 1804, and in the year 1806 
he was married to Marie Therise Gratiot. 
There were two children born to them, 
Zelina, the older, who was married toCol., 
Thonrpson of Baltimore, and Virginia, the 
younger, who was marriedto Mr. Pierre A, 
Berthold. Mrs. Berthold leaves five chil- 
dren, Louisa, the elcest, married to Mr. 
Benjamin Chouteau Sanford; Pelagie, mar- 
ried to John A. Ladd; Augustus and Martha, 
unmarried, and Bartholomew, the youngest. 
Mrs. Berthold wasa thorough Christian, be- 
loved by allwho came in contact with her 
for her beautiful traits of character.

What Bostonians Saw. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 10.—One of the bright- 
est and largest meteors ever seen inthis yvi- 
cinity sped acrossthe northern sky at 10:39 
o’ clock last night. It was pear-shaped and 
In its greatest apparent dlameter was about 
halt that of the moon. The course of the me- 
teor started very near a greatcircie through 


the zenithand the North star, and a little 
more than half-way fromthe horizonto the 
Polaris. Thenceits path was eastward and 
downward at an angle to the horizon ofabout 
60degz. Apart fromits size the meteor was 
most brilliantly colored. ‘There was a dls- 
tinct nucleus of a dazzling white, oblong in 
shape, traveling on its longer axis. Around 
this was a blazing band of color, mostly deep 
blue, with a deep orange border. On the 
outside was a yellowish fllm, thinin front of 
the meteor, but gradually thickening back- 
ward until it made up most of the tail. There 
was a triangular dark space directly behind 
the centor of the nucleus at the base of the 
cOnical tail,
